THERE IS SOAP FOR ALL. 

One soap manufacturer industrious- 
ly propagates the idea that his parti- 
cular brand: gets after the disease 
germs in extraordinary fashion. The 
health officer of a western city tells 
the world that soap or its frequent 
use for washing the hands has anti- 
septic value and so tends to prevent 
the spread of many infectious diseases. 
The health officer of an eastern city, 
writing some stuff for a manufacturer 
of something else, asserts that soap 
is not so good, at least the ordinury 
eake or bar of soap if used by more 
than one person may convey germs 
from person to person and so actually 
spread disease. 

I have often wondered just what 
would happen if an infallible proprie- 
tary interest should clash with an tm- 
movable proprietary interest im the 
same issue. I'd like to see ‘em go at 
each other for a finish fight on some 
little question of hygiene like this, 

On this vital question of soap, now, 
I decline to be quoted lest it tend to 
hurt my business. I refuse to be drawn 
into the controversy. Let the east and 
west fight it out, say 1, and mean- 
while folks need not feel any anxiety, 
as there is plenty -of soap for all. 

If you suspect ‘that some_one else 
has gone and used the soap before 
you get it, don’t make a fuss over it, 
but just give the bar a good soap and 
water washing, and according to the 
more westerly view and mine it will 
be sufficiently aseptic for the most 
squeamish microphobiae to use. Even 
a New England person might take a 
chance on the common soap. 

I am not artist enough to know 
whether the question of painting the 
lily has ever been amicably adjusted, 
but I am health expert enough to as- 
sure you that adding alleged anti- 
septic chemicals to soap is a trick for 
whieh I will never thank anybody, in 


i case I ever do use any soap. 


*Of course I do use quite a little 
soap. In fact I firmly believe that it 
would be a boon to public health u 
soay) were more commonly used in the 
proper way. Note I do not say that 
we should use more soap. I doubt 
whether we should consume any more 
soap than we consume now, but I 
have a strong conviction that we waste 
more than enough soap to keep the 
hands of the people sanitarily clean. 
(ne way in which we waste the soap 
is in the form of dentrifices—tooth 
cleaninz concoctions. They are all 
soap. mainly. And it 
to note that quite a number of den- 
tists, physicians and scientific health 
authorities now conclude that brush- 
ing the teeth does not save the teeth. 

Good scientific tests have fairly well 
proved that the barber's lather is an 
excellent protection against the spiro- 
chete or germ of syphilis. That's plain 
soap. 

Plain soap and water washing is 
ample disinfection for the common 
bathtub, if one must use this old- 
fashioned equipment. No matter what 
ailed the person who just finished 
using the tub.

Cooperation Needed. 


It further shows that with the pro- 
posed readjustment of rates, the com- 
pany will be able to earn only 6 per 
cent per annum on the fair valuation 
of its properties, and that it will be 
possible to furnish Atlanta and con- 
tiguous territory reasonable and effi- 
cient service to which it is entitled 
only through the active assistance and 
cooperation of street car riders, togeth- 
er with the active assistance and co- 
operation of city authorities. 

In filing the petition president Ark- 
wright stated that during the past 
several years the street railway com- 
pany has “poured millions of dollars 
into a losing property because we felt 
that the first step in putting the prop-| 
erty back on its feet was to give our 
patrons a street car service they would | 
like to support.” 

“Since 1920, we have purchased 203: 
of the newest, most modern street cars 
that money could buy,” Mr. Ark- 
wright said. “We have extended our 
tracks, improved our road beds, cut 
down the number of delays due to 
power interruptions. given better, 
faster schedules, and in every pos- 
sible way given Atlanta an up-to- 
date street railway service that ranks 
with the best in the United States. 

“In order that we may continue to 
give Atlantans good service, it is vi- 
tally netessary that rates be read 
justed because a property cannot con: 
tinue to lose money year after year 
and at the same time be able to im- 
prove and keep step with the progress 
of the city it serves.” 

Analyzing its earnings for the six- 
year period from 1921 through 1926 
the petition sets out that the. deficit 
in earning 8 per cent on a fair valua- 
tion of property devoted to public use 
for 192], was $675,907.85.

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CURING ERYSIPELAS. 

Every acute disease is really an 
effort of nature to bring about a ré@ 
adjustment of metabolism. An “at- 
tack” of erysipelas is no exception to 
this rule. 

Erysipelas is commonty regarded as 
an acute disease caused by the strep- 
tococcus erysipelatis and is thought by 
many to be contagious. The eruption, 
which begins on the first or second 
day, consists of dark red, spreading 
patehes of erythema or redness. with 
edema or swelling of the underlying 
tissues. The affected parts become 
swollen and painful, and there is 
often intense itching and burning. 

The disease is frequently compli- 
cated by the presence vf suppression 
of urine which sometimes conta‘ns 
albumin, and occasionally there is 
swelling of the membrane in the 
throat, especially of the soft palate. 
The back sometimes aches, and there 
is always a rapid rise .u temperature. 

The red, purplish patches of erysip 
elas may start on the nose and extend 
to any part of the face, or these 
patches may appear on any other part 
of the body. 

The most common form is_ that 
which locates in the skin of the face. 
When I say “locates” | mean 2xactly 
this: The poisons of the body, which 
really cause the trouble, begin to col- 
lect at some point because of insuf- 
ficient elimination in other parts of 
the body. The swelling of the skin 
only shows that these toxins are try- 
ing to get out but cannot come out 
fast enough through the pores of the 
skin. The bacillus of erysipelas may 
or may not be present, for the real 
cause is deeper seated than any bac- 
teria, and really lies in a systemic 
toxicosis. 

Curing Erysipelas. 

In an acute “attack,” patiert should 
take either a water Or an orange 
juice fast until all symptoms have 
disappeared. The fever will go down 
in three or four days, if this fasting 
is continued along with daily enemas. 
The itching and burning of the af- 
fected parts can be soothed somewhat 
by the application of wet cloths which 
have been wrung out of cold water 
to which has been added a_ small 
amount of lemon juice, about one-half 
lemon to a quart of water. This ‘s|

LITIGATION ENDS 


(By Leased Wire to The Constithtion and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


New York, May 31.—Supreme Court 
Justice Tierney today signed the order 
approving the settlement and ¢ompro- 


mise of .the Gould accounting suit. 
Practically every member of the Gould 
family is involved in the action in 
some way. This settlement brings to 
an end litigation which lasted for 11 
years and netted many lawyers large 
fees, and is based on the report sub- 
mitted by Referee James A, O'Gorman. 
on April 20, 1927. 

The original suit was begun in 1916 
by the executors and trustees of the 
estate of Jay Gould for a construction 
of his will and its codicils in order to 


secure from the court instruction as

Jay Gould died December 2, 1892.

The contract of the Wilson county 
board of education which bound the 
teacher not to fall fa love, not to 
dance, dress immodestly nor encourage 
or tolerate “the least familiarity on 
the part of any of the boy pupils,” 
was branded by Mr. Andrews as “an 
insult upon the character and integ- 
rity of the teacher. 

“These thiags,” he asserted, “are 
obviously unnecessary and insulting to 
the teacher who, if she is the right 
kind of a teacher, will know the proper 
way in which to conduct herself. “If 
she is not. she will not be able to 
hold her job.” 

Mr. Andrews also called attention 
to the contracts in effect in North 
Carolina which compel the teacher 
to sleep at least eight hours a night, 
not to attend cheep vaudeville shows 
or moving picture theaters, and to 
spend most of her spare time in church 
or Suaday-school work.

Whereas, a movement has recently been 
launched by leading authorities of the 
state, including the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, the Georgia association, 
Georgia press and others, for the pur- 
pose of reviving interest in the use of 
Georgia-grown food products by the 
citizens of Georgia, and whereas the 
governor of Georgia, the commission- 
er of agriculture-elect and other lead- 
ing citizens have advocated the use 
of Georgia products as a great eco- 
uomie factor in the financial program 
of the state, be it therefore resolved 
that the Atlanta Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs go on record as indorsing 
this movement’ and be it further re- 
solved that the Atlanta federation ac- 
tively sponsor the use of Georgia food 
products and pledge itself to advance 
the agricultural development and in- 
terests of Georgia in every possible 
way and that a copy of this resolution 
be sent for adoption to the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs.

Favorable, Says Report 


Washington, May

“In Missouri, most of the overflowed 
land will be cropped this year, though 
there will be material shifts in crop 
acreages. In Tennessee, where the 
flood was due to the overflow of lo 
cal streams and not to the break in 
the levees along the Mississippi river, 
most of the crop land will be in crops 
again this year, but there will be con- 


mer.
